Former St. Albert mayor 
remembers the old town 


It's no secret that St. 
Albert has grown in leaps 
and bounds in recent years, 
and no one is in a better 
position to observe the 
changes than Dr. Richard 
Poirier. Dr. Poirier paid a 
visit to St. Albert just before 
Christmas to see friends and 


probably nothing worse than walking to 


take a look at the town of 
which he was once mayor. 
Dr. Poirier came to this 
area in 1936, taking over the 
practice of Dr. Giroux. His 
office was located in the 
MacLeod Building in Ed- 
monton, on top of the present 
Bank of Montreal building. 
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He took up residence in Sc. 
Albert, buying a house which 
he later sold to Dr. Bill Cuts. 
As mayor of St. Albert 
from 1942-1945, Dr. Poirier 
oversaw the concerns of the 
811 people that then com- 
prised St. Albert's popula-

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tion, In addition to his duties 
as mayor, Dr. Poigier also 
was the health officer, a 
school trustee, a founding 
member of the community 
league and the coroner! At 
that time, St. Albert con- 
sisted of Perron Street, 
Mission Avenue and a few 
other points of interest. 

Dr. Poirier has fond mem- 
ories of the construction of 
the community league hall. 
The plans were drafted by 
Guy McNeil, who at that time 
was owner of the Bruin Inn. 
The Bruin was also instru- 
mental in fund raising for the 
community league. Because 
it was the first tavern in this 
area that permitted mixed 
drinking with both sexes, 
many folks from the ‘‘big 
city’’ came out to St. Albert 
to quaff a few ales. 

‘That's how we raised 
money at the community 
league,’’ said Dr. Poirier. 
We would hold dances after 
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the bar closed and we made 
lots of money from Edmon- 
tonians! 

The land for the commun- 
ity hall was donated by the 
town. At that time those 
involved in the project were 
able to raise enough money 
not only to construct the 
building but also enough to 
pave the street ini front of it! 
The fund raising campaign 
solicited over $1500 from the 
Edmonton business comm- 
unity -- a goodly sum in those 
times. 

Reminiscing about the 
actual construction of the 
Hall, Dr. Poirier fondly 
recalled ‘‘banging nails’’ 
with Jean Perron, Guy 
McNeil and a number of 
others. 

Dr. Poirier remained in his 
medical practice until 1972. 
He attended patients in 
outlying areas such as 
Villeneuve and Morinville, 
and commented to the Gaz- 
ette that inter-town rivalries 
ran deep in those days. 
However, he said, he was a 
kind of liaison between the 
various camps, both country 
and town. 

In 1972, Dr. Poirier moved 
to Victoria, where he still 
practices medicine. He is the 
father of three boys and 
three girls, and one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Mattie Evans, is 
employed by the Sturgeon 
Health Unit as a speech 
therapist. 

When asked a final ques- 
tion about the changes he 
could observe around St. 
Albert, Dr. Poirier could only 
give a Gallic shrug at the 
city’s amazing growth. With 
a wry chuckle, he noted that 
Poirier Street, named for 
him, had had its name 
changed to fit with the 
letter-coding of the street 
system.

Royal life saving society makes invaluable contribution 


Mention the Royal Life 
Saving Society and any 
number of suggestions will 
be tentatively made as to the 
society’s purpose. Some hold 
the notion that the society is 
a bank or repository for 
one’s life savings, while 
others envision a sort of 
societal superman, dashing 
about on land, sea and air, 
plucking lives from the very 
jaws of death. In reality, the 
Royal Life Saving Society is 
a non-profit organization wh- 
ose function is the teaching 
of life saving methods and 
the accreditation of _ life- 
guards. This vital work is 
carried out by a handful of 
salaried employees and an 
army of 500-800 volunteers 
who teach and administer 
examinations. The society 
works on a user-pay basis, 
with the money being used 
to pay salaries. 

Unbeknownst to many St. 
Albertans, the sole Alberta 
office for the society is 
located here in St. Albert, in 
the Percy Page Centre for 
Recreation Associations on 
Mission Avenue. The driving 
force behind the society’s 
operation here is Mrs. Don- 
na Lynch, its Executive 
Director, The dynamic Mrs. 
Lynch works tirelessly for 
the society, while still finding 
time to devote to her other 
duties, which include being 
an aide de camp to Lieu- 
tenant Governor Ralph St- 
einhauer, as well as_ the 
Deputy Commanding Officer 
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of the 15th Medical Com- 
pany, Edmonton (Militia). 
She is also a Registered 
Nurse, having departed from 
her nursing duties at Charles 
Camsell Hospital in 1976. 
Mrs. Lynch is a mother of 
two, and is married to Lt. 
Col. Norman Lynch, Com- 


manding Officer of the 
Edmonton Service Battalion 
and an employee of the 


provincial government. 

The Lynches came to St. 
Albert in 1965 and has 
worked as a volunteer for 
various causes ever since, 
particularly with youngsters. 
Her efforts were recently 
rewarded when she was 
presented with a medal by 
the St. John Ambulance of 
Jerusalem and admitted to 
the Order. She also recently 
received a medal from the 
Order of St. Lazareth of 
Malti for her involvement in 
the Royal Lifes Saving 
Society for the work done 
beyond the call of duty. She 
has also spent four years 
working with the local Air 
Cadets. 

Mrs. Lynch’s expression 
reflects enthusiasm and de- 
termination when she discus- 
ses the role of the society, 
and its programs. She ex- 
plained that anyone who can 
swim and has the necessary 
ability can enter a Royal 
Lifesaving Program, regard- 
less of age. The first step 
might be an entrance into a 
Red Cross Learn to Swim 
program, in preparation for 
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the more complex lifesaving 
courses. The Red Cross and 
Royal Life Saving Programs 
are structured to complement 
each other in the following 
manner: with a Junior Red 
Cross Badge, one can enter 
the Life Saving 1 course; 
with an Intermediate Red 
Cross Badge, one can take 
Life Saving II and ‘at the 
Senior Red Cross level, one 
is qualified to take Life 
Saving III. The Junior Re- 
suscitation Course is avail- 
able to any age group, and 
swimmers may attempt their 
Bronze Medallion Level at 
any age. Another Level of 
the program includes the 
Senior Resuscitation course, 
and swimming pools across 
the country are being urged 
to work this program into 
their schedules. Mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation and the 
symptoms of cardiac arrest 
are among the lessons learned 
in this course. 

The National Lifeguard 
level represents the peak of 
achievement in Royal Life- 
Saving programs. This level 
is represented in Alberta by 
the Bronze Cross. The Royal 
Life Saving Society is the 
only group in Canada quali- 
fied to examine candidates 
for this award. The course 
content is decided in a joint 
effort by the society, the Red 
Cross and the YMCA, with 
the society responsible for 
the actual testing. Most 
pools in major cities require 
a National Lifeguard certifi-

cate. Mrs. Lynch expressed 
a strong conviction that a Na- 
tional Lifeguard Certificate 
should be a legal requirement 
of pools across the country. 

At the present time, the 
Alberta branch of the Royal 
Life Saving Society trains 
and qualifies about 500 
lifeguards per year in this 
province and the Territories. 
However, Mrs. Lynch states 
emphatically that this is not 
enough to fill the growing 
demand. However, this fi- 
gure is still an admirable 
record when the volunteer 
nature of the society is 
considered. The society trains 
bout 20,000 people a year, at 
one level or another, all under 
the auspices of people who are 
for the most 
volunteers giving freely of 
their time for the safety of 
their community. In some 
isolated areas, one volunteer 
might be responsible for the 
training and testing of all the 
candidates in a vast area. 

Because of the provinces 
booming population explo 
sion, the St. Albert office of 
the society is becoming over- 
burdened, as the number of 
applicants for life saving 
programs mushrooms. The 
offices hard-working staff is 
labouring under an increasing 


part, unpaid | 


workload, and according to 
Mrs. Lynch, the operation is 
running ‘‘just in the black.” 
The Society’s fund raising 
program is “nicely under- 
way,”’ says Mrs. Lynch, but 
teachers to conduct National 
Lifeguard courses and the 
cardio-plumonary __ resuscita- 
tion course are badly needed. 

In addition to its work in 
qualifying lifeguards, the St. 
Albert office provides instruc- 
tional and promotional ma- 


terials to those interested. 
These items include informa- 
tion kits, books, _ policy 
procedure manuals, as well 
as soft goods such as T- 
Shirts, golf shirts, and tote 
bags. The Royal Life Saving 
Society is also approved 
across Canada as a supplier 
of safety equipment for 
pools, including in its inven- 
tory such items as spinal 
rescue boards, buoys and 
training aids. 


St. Albert man ., 
receives medal of 
recognition 


A St. Albert man received 
the Recognition Medal for 
his work in the Royal Life 
Saving Society of Canada. He 
has been connected with the 
society and its work since he 
began lifeguard training in 
1958. He has worked at all 
levels in the society, in- 
cluding teaching and exam- 
ining duties and committee 
work, Mr. West runs his own 
public relations firm in St.

The annual Life Saving 
Awards Investiture is spon-

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Alberta’s present surplus on natural gas 


The Cabinet Energy Com- 
mittee has received and 
considered a memorandum 
from the Department of 
Energy and Natural Res- 
ources and a draft document 
from the Energy Resources 
Conservation Board in res- 
ponse to a Government 
request for a review of 
Alberta's present surplus of 
natural gas. The Government 
has asked the Board to 
update its report to reflect 
the evidence which it re- 
ceived at its recent public 
hearing on Alberta's future 
requirements of energy re- 
sources. This will be done 
and the Board will have the 
report available for the 
public in the spring of 1978. 

The documents confirm 
statements made in industry 
circles over the past year or 
so that Alberta has a surplus 
of gas reserves and a 
potential surplus in produc- 
tive capacity compared with 
present and expected mar- 
kets. The present surplus 
productive capacity is in the 
range of 600 to 700 million 
cubic feet per day -- about 10 
percent of the total quantity 
of Alberta gas which is 
marketed. Notwithstanding 
growing markets in eastern 
Canada, the surplus is 
expected to grow over the 
next few years before start- 
ing to decline in 1981 or 
1982. This surplus is over 
and above gas needed for the 
following: to protect Al- 
berta’s present and long 
term requirements -- 30 year 
protection; to meet expected 
requirements of the rest of 
Canada now served with gas; 
to meet with present export 
commitments to the United 
States. 

On the one hand, the 
surplus reserves and pro- 
ductive capacity confirm and 
illustrate Alberta's strong 
gas supply situation. On the 
other hand, however, they 
pose a problem for those 
producers who must rely on 
the marketing of newly 
developed gas supplies for 
revenue for operations and 
continued exploration and 


who are unable to sell all 
their gas. 

On balance, the Govern- 
ment does not find the 
situation alarming, but it 
would prefer to see greater 
marketing opportunities for 
the surplus gas. It is pleased 
to see some increase in 
contracting by TransCanada 
and others shipping or pro- 
posing to ship to markets in 
eastern Canada. 

The surplus to Alberta’s 
present and future require- 


ments is expected to likely 
last until 1983 or 1984, While 
a large unsatisified market 
for Alberta gas exists in the 
United States, the gas which 
is surplus to Alberta’s needs 
is not seen by the National 
Energy Board to be surplus 
to the present and future 
needs of Canada as a whole. 
Accordingly, for increased 
markets, Alberta must look 
to the rest of Canada or to 
some arrangement of accel- 
erated deliveries to the 


United States of export 
volumes which are now 
authorized for export, or 
deliveries to the United 
States ona “*pay-back"’ or 
“‘swap’’ arrangement. Final 
Government approval of any 
accelerated delivery or ex- 
change arrangements would 
be dependent on improved 
trade arrangements for Al- 
berta with the United States 
especially with respect to 
access for Alberta’s farm 
products, and for petro-

Canadian murder rate 
down in 1976 


616 murders occurred in 
Canada during 1976. How- 
ever, this figure represents a 
drop of 4.7 percent from the 
1975 rate. The figure also 
represents the first drop in 
the murder rate in a number 
of years. 

Statistics Canada reports 
that most homicide incidents 
fall into five broad cate- 
gories. 

Theirst is the domestic 
murder, involving a relative, 
in either an extended, im- 
mediate or common law 
family relationships. In the 
second category, the victims 


involved lovers, close social 
acquaintances and business 
relationships, In the third 
group, no prior relationship 
existed between the victim 
and his murderer, while in 
the fourth category, the 
murder occurred during the 
commission of another 
crime. 

The final murder category 
is that of the unsolved 
murder, where no suspect is 
found. As of December 31, 
1976, 19 percent of all the 
murders in Canada for that 
year had not yet been solved.

The Government has also 
considered the possibilities 
of producers sharing the 
available market, or of the 
Government withholding 
part of its royalty share of the 
gas production from the 
market. A scheme whereby 
the Government would with- 
hold part of its royalty share 
of production would be 
complex and expensive to 
initiate and in the Govern- 
ment’s view would improp- 
erly place the entire econ- 
omic burden of the surplus 
productivity on the Alberta 
public. A further disadvan- 
tage is that either of the 
above-mentioned courses of 
action would tend to increase 
the surplus capacity. 

Following the early to 
mid-1980's Alberta’s gas re- 
serves will be retained to 
meet Alberta's present and 


future requirements. 

The extent to which the 
potential capacity will ac. 
tually be developed will 
depend on a host of factors 
and is impossible to predict. 
Still it seems most likely that 
by the mid-1980's, there will 
continue ‘o be shut-in capa- 
city -- wells capable of 
producing gas at rates above 
those required for the Al- 
berta market and those 
markets beyhond the Pro- 
vince for which Alberta has 
surplus gas. This will occur 
because under Alberta's 
protection policy, the gas will 
be needed in the longer term 
for Alberta’s own require- 
ments. This important mat- 
ter required further appraisal 
and the Government has 
asked the Energy Resources 
Conservation Board to re- 
view the problem and pro- 
vide advice to the Govern- 
ment in the coming months.

Musical Ministers 


One of the more tradi- 
tional parlour games starts 
with (a) some players, (b) a 
number of chairs equal to 
one less than the number of 
players and (c) a source of 
music. The music plays while 
the players prance around 
the chairs. When the music 
stops, the players rush to the 
empty chairs. Whoever is left 
standing is out of the game. 
And the game continues un- 
til there is only one player. 

In Ottawa, they've taken 
this old favourite — called 
**musical chairs’? — and mo- 
dified it for political players. 
Several cabinet members oc- 
cupy the ministerial chairs. 
Every few months, the poli- 
tical tune changes and the 
ministers are shuffled into 
other chairs. Some of the 
ministers are left without 
chairs when the music re- 
sumes, Most of the others 
fall into chairs that are dif- 
ferent from the chairs in 
which they started, 

All of this is considered 
good fun in Ottawa. But “mi- 
nisterial chairs’’ costs the Ca- 
nadian public dearly. At this 
very moment, virtually no 
minister in all of Ottawa 
truly controls his ministry. 

Most people, hearing this 
news of ministerial eunuchy 
for the first time, are shock- 
ed. More surprising , however, 
is the fact that some minis- 
ters do have at least a partial 
grasp on their portfolios, 
After all, the game of minis- 
terial chairs doesn’t provide 
enough time for the average 
human to gain control of 
such a complex function as 
running a government minis- 
try. 
The Post Office, for exam- 
ple, has had no fewer than 
six different ministers since 
the start of 1966. Is it any 
wonder there has been trou- 
ble in the department? Even 
at that, however, the ministry 
has enjoyed more stability 


than National Revenue or 
Consumer and Corporate Af- 
fairs (eight ministers each 
since January, 1968). Appa- 
rently, ministers who under- 
stand their portfolios are 
considered dangerous. 

The upshot of all this 
movement has been transfer 
of control from elected offi- 
cials to senior civil servants. 
At one time, deputy minis- 
ters existed to translate mi- 
nisterial edicts into action. 
Today, deputy ministers are 
the true directors of their 
departments while ministers 
have become figureheads. 
Probably no Minister of Na- 
tional Revenue since Herb 
Gray (October 1970 to Oc- 
tober 1972) has truly under- 
stood the Canadian tax 
system. 

There are people who be 
lieve that this is not cause lor 
concern. The civil servants, 
the theory goes, are quite ca- 
pable of running the country 
“That, in fact, may be the case 
(though the evidence sug: 
gests otherwise). However, 
our constitution contends 
that elected representatives 
should run the country, lead: 
ing — not being led by ~ the 
civil servants. 

Compounding the difficut 
ty, the deputy ministers are 
appointed by the Prime Mi- 
nister. Consequently, undue 
power is placed in the Prime 
Minister’s office. Unfortu- 
nately, the P.M.’s office isthe 
only part of Ottawa which 
has an idea of the overall 
picture. 

Democracy is still the 
most cherished of Canadian 
ideals. But democracy can- 
not exist when the bureau- 
cracy is stronger than the 
politicians. It’s time to put 
an end to parlour games !n 
Ottawa.

Dr. A. E. Hohol, minister 
of Alberta Advanced Educa- 
tion and Manpower, has 
announced the appointment 
of nine Albertans to a 
committee which will review 
students’ contributions to the 
costs of post-secondary edu- 
cation. 

He explained, ‘‘The Task 
Force will gather and review 
information, dating back to 
1969, concerning the levels 
of students’ contributions to 
the costs of post-secondary 
services at Alberta's institu- 
tions. Following a year of 
study, the Task Force will 
provide a report of its 
activities, conclusions and 
recommendations.” 

In addition to reviewing 
and comparing currént con- 
tributions made by students 
in Alberta with those made 
by their counterparts in 
similar Canadian institut- 
ions, the Task Force will 
study two specific cost areas. 
Primary costs will include 
those capital and operating 
costs incurred in providing 
instructional, research and 
public service programs. 
Associated costs are the 
direct costs an individual 
incurs as a student. These 
include room and board, 
transportation, books, cloth- 
ing, entertainment and other 
expenses. ; 

“It is anticipated that the 
Task Force members will use 
various methods to collect 
information, such as surveys, 
interviews, public hearings. | 
expect they will receive 
briefs from concerned groups 
of people and individuals 
throughout the province,’’ 
Dr. Hohol said. 

‘*I must commend these 
nine people for accepting 
such a formidable task. They 
are representative of a 
concerned and _ responsible 
segment of the Alberta 
public. I have no doubt that 


their findings will provide us 
with valuable insight into a 
complex and sensitive area of 
post-secondary education,”’

Bread is universal food

Bread is the staple food 
for many of the world’s 
people. In most of Europe, 
bread consumption is high 
and represents a major 
portion of total food intake. 
Some African nations and 
several Central and South 
American countries derive 
over half their nourishment 
trom bread. Even in tradi- 
tional rice and consuming 
nations, bread consumption 
is expanding. 

In many under-develop- 
ed countries the consump- 
tion of bread is limited by a 
shortage of wheat and lack 
of bread making tech- 
nology. Developing nations 
tend to be among the 
largest per capita consum- 
ers of bread. The trend in 
developed countries is for 
less bread consumption as 
the standard of living im- 
proves. 

The open pan baked 
white bread has become the 
most popular bread loaf in 
North America. Many of 
the other types of bread 
common in bakeries were 
derived from other coun- 
tries.

White bread with a thick, 
dry crust is usual in Italy, 
Stick breads are also 
common. 

Dutch bakeries produce 
over S50 different breads. 
Open pan breads, sandwich 
breads, wheatmeal breads 
and long pan breads are 
most popular. Sliced, wr- 
apped breads account for 
about one-third of total 
bread consumption. ‘*Dut- 
ch rusks’’ are a common 
breakfast throughout the 
Netherlands and are also an 
export bread. 

Swedish bread is gen- 
erally made from equal 
parts of wheat and rye 
flours.

ESKIMO PARKA 


The Eskimo parka is one 
of the more important items 
in the dress of Northern 
people. The fabric and 
construction of the jacket 
give it thermal quality so 
important during cold win- 
ter days. An Eskimo parka 
consists of an under and 
over jacket. The inside coat 
is made of a duffle fabric, 
which comes in a variety of 
colours. It is usually trim-

med with coyote, lynx or 
fox fur around the hood, 
cuffs and lower edge. If an 
outer coat or shell is used 
the inner coat need not be 
lined. The shell is made of 
“*Grenfel’’ (a heavy woven 
cotton) or a cotton/poly- 
ester blend may also be 
used. The shell is brightly 
trimmed with braid or rick 
rack, 


COSTLY 


Eskimo parkas can be 
purchased through many 
outlets that carry Northern 
crafts and products. They 
are hand-made to the 
greater extent so tend to be 
very expensive. A parka 
with the shell will cost 
around $300. Many of these 
parkas have Eskimo-hand 
decorative stitchery trims 
on them. These coats are 
not only practical, but 
heautiful as well. 

SIMPLE TO SEW 
If you are capable of 


cutting out a pattern, 
putting a zipper in and 
sewing straight seams, you 
can easily make your own 
Eskimo parka. They are 
quite simple to make. The 
pattern has raglan sleeves 
and consists of sewing the 
sleeves, under arm seams 
and hood together. There 
are no seam finishes, 
except for top stitching 
which holds the bulky 
material down. The jacket 
does not need to be lined 
unless you prefer it to be. 


INEXPENSIVE TO MAKE 


As with many clothing 
items today, these parkas 
are less expensive when 
made at home. You can 
construct an adult parka for 
less than $100. A child's 
parka would cost approxi- 
mately $30. An Eskimo 
parka would last a child up 
to four years as they are not 
fitted. Features such as 
extra length in the sleeve 


would allow easy lengthen- 
ing.

must fit between the count- 
ertop and the upper cabinets 
with at least one inch of 
space for air circulation 
around it. 

The interior dimensions of 
the oven will determine the 
size of cooking utensils you, 
can use. Most microwave 
ovens are sold by cubic foot 
capacity. This is not quite as 
important as the area of the 
bottom of the oven and the 
height. A 12 - 15 cubic foot 
interior is spacious enough to 
cook a large turkey and most 
other food dishes you would 
want to cook. 

If you plan to move the 
oven to and from a summer 
or winter home, the weight 
may be an important con- 
sideration. The average mi- 
crowave oven weights be- 
tween 70 - 100 pounds. 


DOOR 


The door has a metal 
screen (which microwaves 
cannot go through) and is 
covered with a decorative 
glass or plastic which allows 
you to see inside. There are 
two types of door openings 
available: side opening or 
pull down door. The hinges 
on the pull down type were 
not meant to hold the weight 
of foods placed on the door. 
Food crumbs and dirt may 
build up more easily in the 
door opening of the pulldown 
type. 

Check the door handle - is 
it easy and convenient to 
open? Some models have a 
button to push to open, 
others have a pull type door 
handle. 


TOUCH CONTROL PANEL 


A touch control panel 
replaces conventional knobs, 
dials and push buttons. The 
touch panel, usually made of 
glass is numbered 1 to 9. 
Touching a sequence of 
numbers you set cooking 
speed and time. Touch 
controls offer the advantage 
of being easy to clean 
because they are on a flat 
sheet of glass and having no 
moving parts to service. 


MEMORY COOKING 


This is the most sophisti- 
cated system of controlling a 
sequence of different speeds 
and times. The oven mem- 
orizes usually two or three 
(more on some models) 
consecutive settings. For 
example, you can set it to

defrost, fast cook then slow 
cook, or defrost and cook or 
cook and keep warm. The 
numbers you select appear 
on the lighted digital display. 
If you make a mistake, you 
can cancel and reset. 


COOK AND HOLD 


This feature allows you too 
cook then keep the food 
on the second part. Linear 
Timer; Has knob to move a 
linear indicator up and down 
a time scale. These are 
usually used with a recipe 
warm on « low microwave 
power level until you are 
ready to serve. 


DEFROST CYCLE 


One of the many advan- 
tages of a microwave oven is 
that you can defrost foods 
quickly without cooking. Also 
there is a little moisture loss 
and less build up of bacteria 
while the food is thawing. 

The feature automatically 
turns the oven on and off to 
provide alternate microwave 
cooking and standing times. 
There are three types of 
defrost features available: 
Full Power: This defrost 
method cycles on and off at 
full power. A variety of time 
cycles are used by different 
manufacturers to automati- 
cally cycle the cooking and 
standing time. An added 
feature of this type is the 
variable control defrost. It 
gives you the flexibility of 
selecting the microwave time 
to suit the type of food you 
are thawing. Low Power: The 
microwave energy is reduced 
to about % of the full cooking 
power. Flash Defrost: This is 
a special defrost setting at a 
higher power than regular 
defrost for defrosting small 
quantities of food that are 
eight ounces or less. 

If your oven does not have 
a defrost cycle it is necessary 
to manually stop the oven 
and let the food stand a few 
minutes. The standing time 
is usually a time equal to the 
microwave period just com- 
pleted. This process should 
be continued until the food is 
defrosted, 


INFINITE POWER LEVELS 


Some models offer infinite 
power level, the slower the 
cooking time. The common 
names for the different 
power levels are: high, 
reheat, roast, simmer, de- 


Dining Lounge 


frost and warm. Selecting 
one of these microwave 
power levels is similar to 
selecting different tempera- 
tures on a conventional 
range. This feature gives you 
the flexibility to choose the 
cooking speed to suit your 
needs. For example, foods 
can be thawed on the defrost 
cycle; stews can be cooked on 
simmer to tenderize the 
meat; and eggs can be 
cooked on roast because they 
are easily overcooked. 


TEMPERATURE PROBE 


The temperature probe is 
similar to a meat probe on a 
conventional electric range. 
It eliminates the problem of 
how long to set the timer; a 
definite advantage when 
cooking many types of foods. 
To operate it, insert the 
probe in the food and set the 
desired internal temperature 
of the food and turn the oven 
on. It operates until the 
correct internal temperature 
is reached.

Was also active in the 
Sturgeon School Bus Asso- 
ciation of which he was 
president for a few terms. He 
drove a school bus, it was his 
love of children of all ages 
that kept him driving for 21 
years. 

He leaves to mourn his 
loss besides his loving wife 
Della, two sons Edward of 
Edmonton, Barry of Calgary, 
two daughters Mrs. B. 
(Robin) Barrett of Atitokan, 
Ontario and Miss Bonnie 
Gibbons at home. 


Christian farmers call for 


agriculture stewardship 


The Christian Farmers 
Federation of Western Can- 
ada has responded to Agri- 
culture Minister Eugene 
Whelan’s invitation for or- 
ganizations to submit their 
reactions to the proposals 
contained in a White Paper 
entitled, A Food Strategy for 
Canada, published in June, 
1977, This response has 
taken the form of a written 
submission prepared by our 
organization for the federal 
government, To follow are 
some of the main points 
contained in the submission. 

!he Federation commends 
the Government for recog- 
niving the need for a 
coherent food policy, and it 
hoes that adequate time will 
be allowed for a genuine 
dislogue to take place be- 
tween the various groups 
concerned with the food 
Issue, 

It is our conviction that a 
food strategy must necess- 
arily be based upon certain 
fundamental life principles. 
As Christian farmers, we 
believe that those underlying 
principles should encompass 
the biblical notions of stew- 
ardship, compassion, and 
justice. 

These christian principles 
can be reflected in a food 
Policy in the following ways. 

1, by a recognition of our 
Stewardly use of limited 
resources - including a 
limited amount of a renew- 


able resource: arable land. 

2. by an acceptance of the 
principle that all persons 
have a non-negotiable right 
to a nourishing diet. 

The Federation believes 
that the most important 
question in the food issue 
does not concern the effi- 
ciency and competitiveness 
of the market; rather, it 
concerns the type of agri- 
cultural system which best 
serves the real needs of 
people. One way in which 
these needs can be met is if 
the government places more 
emphasis on people growing 
food for themselves on a 
regional basis; instead of 
promoting the notion of the 
global supermarket operated 
by transnational corpora- 
tions. Not only would such 


regional diversification help 
alleviate the declining fer- 
tility of our soils; it would 
also reverse the present 
trend of increased corpor- 
ization of all sectors of 
agriculture, including pro- 
duction, Another consequ- 
ence of such a self-suffi- 
ciency policy would be the 
repopulation (and hopefully, 
reinvigoration) of our rural 
areas. 

In summary, the Christian 
Farmers Federation of Wes- 
tern Canada calls for serious 
dialogue among farmers, 
government, and consumers 
to develop an integrated food 
policy based on justice for all 
people and stewardship of 
our precious agricultural 
resources,

Vice-president in charge of 
the Commonwealth Games 
Bill Bagshaw gave an emo- 
tional appeal for Canadians 
to be more open in admitting 
their nationality and patriot- 
ism during the Common- 
wealth Games coming up in 
Edmonton this year. 

About 38 Morinville Kins- 
men heard Mr. Bagshaw's 
appeal at their general 
meeting in the Morinville 
Royal Canadian Legion Hall 
December 20 last year. 

Mr. Bagshaw said there 
were many benefits in having 
the Commonwealth Games. 
He thought of them as a 
great blessing for the Ed- 
monton region and said they 
would make people realize 
what a great area and what a 
‘great country ‘'we have.”’ 

**None of us have ever put 
on a major sports spectacle 
and we are only going to 
have once chance,"’ he said. 

Talking about the massive 
build up in organizing the 
Games he said 9,000 people 
will be involved when they 
are ready to go. 

“It will bring recognition 
to this area as never before,’’ 
he pointed out. 

While he said the Games 
had been awarded to Cana- 
da, he also added that people 
had been astounded by the 
growth of the Edmonton area 
and the friendliness of the 
people.

Mr. Bagshaw estimated 
there will be a television 
audience of 500 million to 
watch the Games when they 
take off next August.

For some time now, the 
Department of Agriculture 
has been involved in pro- 
vision of financial assistance 
in disaster circumstances 
through the Alberta Live- 
stock Disaster Indemnity 
Program. This program, 
initiated in 1972, was an 
interim provision to compen- 
sate farmers for losses of 
livestock due to factors 
outside their control, where 
such factors were not cover- 
ed under conventional exist- 
ing insurance policies. It was 
our initial intent to phase out 
this program as soon as an 
adequate insurance program 
became available. 

In September of 1976, I 
announced the availability of 
a new livestock insurance 
program developed through 
the co-operation of the in- 
surance industry, farm or-

ganizations and government. 
Since that time the program 
has been revised to include 
17 named perils, including 
losses of animals from fire, 


drowning, electrocution, 
vandalism, storms, explosion 
transportation, collapse of 
buildings, accidental shoot- 
ing, and collision. The cov- 
erage for these types of 
losses is available at a cost of 
50 cents per $100 value of 
animal. 

In addition, Named Peril 
Coverage is available for an 
additional premium of 50 
cents per $100 value. This 
added coverage includes 
losses of animals resulting 
from suffocation due to 
piling, electrical failures, 
smoke, scaring or spooking, 
indirect losses due to storms, 
poisoning, and new diseases. 

Insurance programs to 


cover poultry and swine are 
in the final stages of 
development and should be 
on the market in the very 
near future. 

A very unique feature of 
this program is an arbitration 
board, independent of the 
insurers, that is established 
to rule on ‘‘grey area’’ claims 
and other disputed losses. 
This arbitration board pro- 
vides an avenue of appeal at 
no cost to the producer. 

Considering that such an 
adequate insurance program 
is now ‘available at very 
reasonable costs, the Live- 
stock Disaster Indemnity 
Program was terminated on 
December 31, 1977. 

Information about the new 
insurance programs is avail- 
able from your local insur- 
ance agent or district agri- 
culturist.

The girl who would one 
day become Bill's bride, 
Della Knott also joined the 
Women’s Division in the 
army C.W.A.C.'s. 

After their return from 
overseas, Bill and Della, 
settled down on the farm, 
which his pioneer grand- 
parents had established, 
raising their family while 
building a new house for 


their new family, which 
consisted of two sons and two 
daughters. 

Della was in charge of the 
Gibbons Sunday School, aft- 
er Monica Goddard had 
moved from Gibbons district. 

Bill and Della drove the 
school buses for many years. 
Until his illness struck. 
During this illness Bill 
‘proved’ himself indeed a 
gréat soldier. Attending the 
November 11 Armistice Day 
services at Gibbons (ill 
though he was). Bravely, 
carrying out his loyalties, to 
his church and honoring his 
fallen ‘‘comrades in arms,” 
even to the very end of his 
““waning"’ strength. 

His ‘‘hopefullness’’ was 


always a great trait in Bill. 

But death came to release 
him from earthly pain and 
struggles.

You may have seen those pictures that show heat as if it 
were light. This is called infra-red photography, and with it 
you can see the heat escaping from homes in cold weather. 
A house or a whole town filmed from the air will often 
look as though it were going up in flames. That’s how bad 
the heat losses usually are 

As individuals, few of us can afford to throw money 
away On heavy fuel bills. As a nation, we can’t afford to use 
precious energy resources to warm up the sky and the snow 
piles around our homes, Thorough insulation can cut the 
year’s heating bill by as much as half, and similarly save 
resources that produce the heat. The size of these savings 
will depend, of course, on how much you can improve your 
insulation, 

That’s not all, Better insulation makes a home more 
comfortable. You can feel a difference (as much as 4° to 
8°C) between sitting beside an exterior wall that is well 
insulated and one that is not. Turning up the thermostat 
will not make up the difference; in fact, it makes things 
worse by increasing the temperature differential between 
the cold wall and warm central air. This increases the speed 
of the convection currents which feel like drafts. 

Two handy terms to know in discussing insulation are 
“heat flow” and ‘resistance value”. Heat flows by conduc- 
tion (as you soon find when holding a hot potato), by 
convection (as with warm air rising) and by radiation (as 
with the sun’s warmth), All three kinds of heat flow have 
their uses, but they also rob us of heat unless there's 
insulation, 

Resistance value (R) is an insulating material’s ability to 
keep the heat from flowing through it. The thickest insula- 
tion may not be the best; it’s the kind of material that 
counts. The R value is stamped on the cover of most 
packaged insulation material if not, ask the dealer. Asan 
example, a six-inch layer of a good insulator like glass fibre 
has an R value of 20, but the same thickness of gypsum 
board scores only R4. 

The minimum recommended R values for insulation in 
various parts of the home are: ceilings 28, walls 12, base- 
ment walls (less than half exposed) 8, basement walls (fully

The first step toward cutting heat losses from your home 
is to check the fit of doors and windows, where the walls 
meet the foundation, and the present insulation in the ceil 
ings (attic), walls, basements and floors. You can get an 
insulation expert to do this, or try it yourself along the 
lines suggested by the Office of Energy Conservation, De 
partment of Energy Mines 
called Keeping the heat in. This is available from Box 3500 
Station C, Ottawa, Ontario, K1Y 4G1 

On the face of it, the least protected areas of a home call 
for attention first, but other things for you to consider are 
whether the work will and relatively inexpensive 
time-consuming and moderately
